appreciate. The questions of social 
and the unreasonableness of the strike 
mov ements generally are iUuitrited by a 
comparison of the pay icw t*» « by the 
strikers at the slaughter boner* in Chica­ 
go recently and the wages paid to the 
same class of workmen in the old coun­ 
try; to the same men before they caute to 
America. Aod it might be remembered 
right here that these same rioters at Chi­ 
cago were a few months since apparently 
contented workmen under 
n monarchy, 
where they were receiv ing about fiv e dol­ 
lars per week. 
They came to America 
and are set to work in Chicago at nine­ 
teen dollars per week and then kick up 
a row because they imagine that they are 
oppressed. In their own country they 
are compelled to work elev en hours each 
day and nev er grumble; and now In Chi­ 
cago they consider ten hours per day too 
long and insist that eight hours is enough 
for wages that are nearly four-fold more 
liberal than that they receiv ed under 
British or German rule. 
In Chicago they 
are paid thirty-three cents per hour and in 
the old country the satisfactory rate was 
about eight cents per hour. 
With Ger­ 
many the comparison is still more fav or­ 
able for the wage-worker of this country. 
In all Europe the av erage wages of butch­ 
ers is six cents per hour, giv ing the United 
States an adv antage of six hundred per 
cent, oyer the fatherland. If the laborer 
wore tbe same clothes and ate the same 
food here as there then the comparison 
would be still more fav orable for this 
country, when the matter of expense in 
liv ing is taken Into consideration. 
But 
this question of ingratitude is not the 
worst feature of these strikes. 
The lead­ 
ers hav e no respect for their owu brother 
workmen. Laborers who hav e just as 
much light to earn a liv ing as they are 
intimidated and abused, beat and bruised, 
if they attempt to keep their families from 
starv ing by honest work, during a time 
when the bosses hav e ordered a strike. 
We are beginning to realize the terrible 
words of Madam Roland: 
“Oh Liberty, 
Liberty, how many crimes are committed 
in thy name.”

last three years forced from her large sums 
of money, which were spent by him in riot­ 
ous living and debauc hery.

Our politics 
hav e become corrupt because principle has 
gone out of them. 
The last national elec­ 
tion turned on a question of personal char­ 
acter.

charges the husband with being possessed 
with the spirit of money -getting to such an 
ex tent that he has made her life miserable 
for ten y ears. 
He was continually urging 
her to g et money for him from her father, 
ev en suggesting, when they were taking the 
dead body of their boy to the grav e, with 
the coffin ly ing between them in the carriage, 
that it would be a good time to secure some­ 
thing from her father. 
He complained con­ 
tinually that his wife was a hinderance, al­ 
though she wore the same hat for sev en 
y ears, made ov er old dresses, did menial 
work, mended old carpets to cov er their 
floors and did v arious other tasks unusual 
and unprecedented for women in her statioi 
of life. 
On her husband’s first birthday after 
their marriage she g av e him a present she 
had 
purchased 
for 
him 
with 
money 
obtained 
from 
her 
father, 
and 
her 
rew ard 
was 
the 
rem ark, 
“ I 
would 
rather y ou had giv en me the money .” Th e 
com plaint is a continuous recital of such in­ 
cidents as th ese, coupled with stories of h is 
ex treme peneriousuaps ¡in h ouseh old m atters, 
and sh owing th at th e desire to got money 
h ad taken complete possession of th e man to 
th e ex clusion of all affection th at sh ould be 
felt by a man for h is wife. 
He was also in 
th o h abit of using th e coarsest and most pro­ 
fane language to h er, often calling h er a 
“d—d fool.” 
Th e family lived for a long time in Lake 
Forest, a suburb of th is city , and wh ile th ere 
com plainant alleges th at th e defendant was 
desirous th at th e servants sh ould l>e con­ 
stantly abused and scolded.

Object Lessons in Geography, for 
Ungraded Schools. 


UY FANNY I). BERGEN, PEABODY, MASS 
I taught for a term an ungraded coun­ 
try school where everything in the way 
of ap p aratus was unk nown save a box of 
block s intended to illustrate cube root, 
which, to the p up ils, bore no more p rac­ 
tical meaning than a Chinese p uzzle. 
Having had a year or two of ex p erience 
in closely graded city schools where every 
facility was offered both teacher and p u­ 
p il to illustrate the daily lessons, I nat­ 
urally felt at first that satisfactory work 
without tools was an imp ossibility. But 
the ex p erience of that winter taught 
me 
that helpful and convenient as are good 


appliances, after all the only essentials 
to secure successful teaching are a comfor­ 
table room and an enthusiastic leacher. 
Among the many mak e shifts that I 
was forced to invent was something to 
enliven my p rimary geograp hy class. 
The children were ex p ected to use n 
book ; in fact it would have been neces 
sary to establish an evening school for 
p arents and committee to teach them 
that q uite young children might best 
gain definite ideas concerning our earth 
from p urely oral and objective lessons. 
Well, when we came to talk of the 
shap e of the earth I had some of the lit­ 
tle boys bring to school a q uantity of clay 
which was dug from a bank in the vicin­ 
ity. After a brief word of ex p lanation 
and a very few q uestions concerning the 
lesson in the book up on the solar sys­ 
tem, which served to set the class to 
think ing, I ask ed what was meant by a 
model. 
When each p up il had a clear notion of 
this, I p rop osed to divide the moist earth 
among the various members of the class; 
this they were to carry home; and there 
mould miniature models of the world on 
which we live. 
I gave directions for 
drying these clay globes in a gentle oven. 
Nex t day these were brought into reci­ 
tation. 
They were ap p rox imately sp her­ 
ical, nothing of the earth’s shap e having 
been learned the p revious day save that 
it was “round lik e a ball.” A very flex ­ 
ible iron hoop , p erforated with holes at 
op p osite p oints, and with a slender p oint 
ed stick of hard wood p assed through the 
holes, fitting loosely in the up p er one and 
made tight in the lower, was whirled 
rap idly on the teacher’s desk , using the 
p oint of the stick as a sup p ort, on which 
the whole was sp un lik e a top by means 
of a string wound about the up p er p art 
of the stick , the latter being loosely held 
at this end by one hand. 
Questions were ask ed until the p up ils 
discovered for themselves the flattening 
at top and base that was caused by the 
rap id motion. 
After being told that, strange as it may 
seem, our solid earth was once, p robably, 
a great sp herical mass of gas and after­ 
ward of liq uid, which was whirling 
around and all the time moving on and 
on in a circular p ath round the sun, the 
children q uick ly concluded that the ef­ 
fect of this motion up on the globe of 
p lastic matter would have been to flatten 
it at lop and bottom. 
So new models 
were to be made slightly flattened at two 
p oints, which the p up ils were taught 
p eop le called “the p oles,”—the top one 
the north and the op p osite the south 
p ole. 
/ 
Nex t day freshly bak ed globes were 
brought into class having the p oles indi­ 
cated by the letters N and S, which they 
had p rinted with thick ink , or in some 
instances with water colors. 
Succeeding lessons taught a k nowledge 
of the eq uator (which at first we called a 
p ath that was in every p lace just the 
same distance from the p oles.) I had 
learned in p revious teaching how mys­ 
terious and unreal an idea children often 
obtained of “meridians” and “ p arallels” 
and determined to see if the little rustics 
under my care might not easily come to 
k now the real meaning and use of these 
circles. So we drew lines midway be­ 
tween the eq uator and p oles; later cir 
cles tranverse to these simp ly to divide 
our globe into p arts. 
When we came to learn about the great 
divisions of land and water up on the 
earth, ap p rox imate shap es of the conti­ 
nents and oceans were outlined up on the 
clay models. 
Here and there a city or a 
lak e was noted. 
Thus the p up ils learned 
how map s were made; only care, of 
course, was tak en to have them under­ 
stand how their globles and outline 
map s were very inaccurate, and that the 
learned men who made the map s in their 
book s had tak en the greatest care to be 
ex act in all their measurements, and to 
do this more circles had been needed 
from which to measure, hence the num­ 
erous lines up on their map s. 
Very young children need not be taught 
much about measuring the earth’s sur­ 
face; but I found that by this method 
with the home-made globes they could 
obtain a clear notion of the use of these 
lines from which to measure large p or 
tions of either land or sea. 
It is needless to attemp t to recap itulate 
the entire course of p ractical lessons of 
the term: each teacher can best mak e out 
a course for herself, adap ted to the age 
of Jher p up ils and to the amount of work 
req uried from a tex t book ; but on® thing 
I do wish to recall,and that is. how q uick ­ 
ly may be settled the numerous q ues­ 
tions and doubts which arise in the mind 
of a child when first he is told that our 
earth is a great ball floating in sp ace, by 
simp ly bringing into class some ants, or 
other small insects, and p lacing them up ­ 
on a globe susp ended by a thead. The 
p up ils see the little creatures walk about, 
and see that they do not “ fall off,” as it 
would seem would be the case with the 
p eop le if the earth 
be sp herical. 
Care 
must be tak en here, however, not to let 
the suspending thread lead the children 
to infer that the earth is upheld by some 
material sup p ort. 
It will scarcely be 
p ossible to give younger pupils any 
clear 


comprehension of gravitation; 
but an il­ 
lustration of the p ower of magnetism* 
will teach that there are forces at work 
tbrougout nature, which may act without 
the bodies influenced being in contact.— 
N. R. Jo u rn al o f Edu catio n .

HORSES 
FOR STREET CARS. 


How They ari* Cared For—A Fin* Team. 
What liergh ll» i Don*. 
Panning through a *ide street a few days 
s!n« i% in which arc 
relay» of horses for 
the Broadway railroad incasesof emergency, 
I stop p ed to watch tin* care an emp loye of the 
comp any was giving to a p air of bay» just 
driven up and ex changed for 
h fresh sp an. 
Seeing my interest in the washing of the 
horses’ mouths and leg*, he look ed up so 
p leasantly tlmt I felt ernlioldened to ask some 
q uestions. 
Among them I » aid: 
“How 
many horse» are there in the Broadway 
railroad » tables ?” 
“Two thousand five hundred,” he answered; 
‘‘every sp an mak es one trip one day and two 
the nex t, resting Sundays, when other teams 
are used.” 
“How old is the oldest sp an on the road?” 
“Do you want to w**? Come w ith me,” and 
tying the two waiting sp ans to hitching p osts, 
he led the way to a p rivate stable a little far­ 
ther up the street, in which were four horses 
harnessed ready for use. 
“These,” said the 
man, p utting his hands On the neck s of two 
grays and jw tting them, “art* Blue and Engle, 
the oldest horses in the comp any’s use 
They 
are ‘io yeai*s old, and the Heventh avenue, 
now Broadway, line has owned them ever 
since they were first brok en for service. They 
are only us**<l in an emergency, but are a 
g<x )d work ing team yet.” And a good, strong, 
sp irited i» air of horses they seemed, giving 
evidence of the k ind treatm ent daily received 
at the hands of this humane man. for humane 
he certainly is, and really fond of the horses 
under his charge. He told me it was fourteen 
years since he l» egmi tak ing charge of the 
comp any’s horse» . 
Every time now that I p ass Blue and Eagle's 
k oejier I stop and inq uire how his old p ets 
are, und when I see other horses wearying 
along under the reins of unsym p athetic drivers 
1 wish they wore in the care of this k in I 
hearted Irishman. 
However, the « lay has 
p assed when men can with imp unity abuse 
horses in New York . 
There may Is* degrees 
of unk indiiex s almost am ounting to cruelty, 
and instances of brutality, but actual abuse 
is not tolerated either in p ublic op inion or in 
law. 
Tlu* horses of ear comp anies and differ­ 
ent carriers fare Utter than dray horses. 
Those attached to ex p ress and beer wagoi.3 
are usually very handsome, large horses, and 
evidence their good k eep ing. 
Bergh has not 
lived in vain in New York , and his mission in 
liehalf of animals is every where ap p arent in 
the m anner they are treated, liesides hum an­ 
izing those owning them .—New York Cor 
Chicago Journal.
